As it was reported that several ot 
these fowls hud died prematurely, the 
medical authorities decided to have other 
obiokeuB killed and examined. It was 
then discovered that the fowls had oon- 
raoted consumption, their livers ooniain- 
ng the bacilli now recognized ag charac- 
teristic of the disease. These fowls had 
swallowed the sputa ot the infected family 
and contracted tho disease; and the un- 
lucky neighbor's daughter, who had eaten 
one of! tho fowl's hvers, became a vijtim 
in her turn. This is ono ot the most 
remarkable stories evar vouched for bv a 
medioal journal. 


A POSSIBILITY. 


A Waehisgton special says that in' the 


event the next Presidential election 
should be thrown into congress by the 
failure ot any candidate to receive a 
majority of all tbe electoral votes cast, 
tho house of representatives would, iu 
accordance with tho constitution, bo re- 
quired to "choose immediately by Dallot 
tho Prosii'.ent."

That the verdict of 


illegality coulJ be sustained in regard to all 
these olllcors is doubtful, for tUo matter 
would have 10 bo tried boforo soven different 
tribunals, ono for each olllcor or sot of 
ollicers; but It is balieved that a successful 
contest coukl be made in tho coses of most of 
them.

of all to whom the young lady was m any 
way connected they woro married and settled 
down near Marino. They never lived hap- 
pily together, and Purple's viciousness cul- 
minated Friday morning last in tho murder 
of part of his family mid in his own death ot 
the hands of an enraged mob three days 
later. 


At tlic time o£ the murdor his family con- 


sisted of seven persons—himsolf, bis wife, his 
wife's sister, and four little children, thu 
youngest of whicli was only 
i< weeks old. 


Friday morning his wife nroso as usual and 
prepared breakfast. Shothon went to awa.ceu 
her husband, which so onraged him as to m- 
cito him to the heinous crimo which BOOH fol- 
lowed.

Ho sprang violently from his bed, anu, 


seizing his revolver, shot his wife through the 
body from which wound sho died at once. 
The new-torn babe was next fired nt, with 
tho same result. Ho next shot and killed an- 
other one of his children. His sister-in-law, 
Miss Lowbur, was then selected and fired at, 
the ball passing through tho arm and lodging 
somewhere in tlio shoulder.

Tha oil is iii the company's works at Hunter's 
Point, making that delectable locality odi- 
ously odorous. A lighter is sent for it and 
tho "3,000 gallons put on board. This oil 
may be packed uitwodifferunt ways—in or- 
dinary barrels or in tin cans, holding five cal- 
lous each, two of which aro boxed in a "cast,-" 
of thir. wood. This latter method oC packing 
is employed mainly for fancy brands. 
A 


word about lighters: They are broad, blunt- 
nosed, sloop-rigged l»ats, all dock except u 
little hole ol! a cabin, and used about the; har- 
bor for the transportation oC merchandise to 
and from vessels at anchor, or from wharf to 
wharf. They are thoroughly ill-looking, al- 
ways in thu way, and only to be excused for 
existing on the score of theirgveat usefulness. 
The lighters are on tho rivers what tho curb 
are on the streets. 


LADING TITK VESSEL, 


The oil safely aboard, tho jolly captain and 


liis jolly crew of one set their sail and bowl 
along at a snail's pace down the East river 
until they heavo alongside the Valparaiso 
ship. Then the jolly captain sticks his pipa 
in his hatband and tho loading of the oil l>e- 
gins. 
A huge double pulley, technically 


known as u. block, Ls suspended between the 
mastheads just over the hatchway, and 
through it is reeved a rope long enough to 
reach to the deck of tho lighter on ono side, 
and, through a second block attached to the 
planking, to a stationary engine on tho 
wharf on tho other side. On board tho vessel 
itself a staging isarranged, level with the top 
of the bulwarks and reaching to the edge of 
the hatchway, and then the men descend 
perilous and shaking ladders and disappear 
in the echoing blackness beneath the lowest 
deck. The oil is now in charge oJ the steve- 
dore—a man who makes a business of loading 
uml unloading vessels, hiring fueh laborers 
as he needs from the crowds of men hanging 
about the wharves waiting for such ehanco to 
cam a dollar, and who are called 'longshore- 
men. All being ready the men on the lighter 
pile up eight or ten boxes In a double tier, 
pass around them a Cold of rope called a 
sling, and attach the iron hook at the end oC 
the tackle; the man on the dock whistles a 
shrill "Co ahead!" to the engineer, whose 
drum rapidly ivinds up tho ropo until 
slingful ot boxes swings over the deck, when 
it is seined by brawny arms and guided over 
the hatchway, when, obedient to the signal, 
"Let go!" the engineer permits his drum to 
(ly back, and the burden drops like a shot to 
the tune o£ "Staud Crom under!" There tho 
tackle is quickly unhooked, an empty sling 
sent up, and then the boxes are rapidly 
stowed away, their number having been re- 
corded by the shipping clerk in his memo- 
randum book. 


The object to be attained—the absolute 


necessity—in stowing is to present all jostling 
between articles of tho cargo, and the bo^es 
of. oil are crowded in sidewise, any way to 
hold them tightly together, every crevice be- 
ing lilled with wooden wedges, so that then 
shall not bo tho least movement. By this tinn 
the'menabovo have filled another sling, the 
whistle sounds again, the tackle creaks, thi. 
'•yo-he-c-ye, oh—stand from iin-n-n-dcr :" is 
heard, and down comes another dozen cases 
to help flli the belly of the iusatinto monster 
When a.11 the boxf* are in tho hold, tho aHlcci 
in charge of the ship fills out the form of a. re 
eeipt called a " bDl of lading." This Ls sent tc 
the oDIco of the owners of the oil, and if found 
correct, several copies are signed by tho cap 
tain—one for himself, kept by the ship's 
owners, another lor tho shipper, and a third 
at least, to be sent to the consignees in Valpa 
raiso as a guide to their part of the transac 
lion, for the freightage is paid ordinarily 
upon delivery of the consignment rather than 
in advance.
